The primary reason for the allowance of claim 13 is the inclusion of an apparatus 
for determining and/or monitoring a physical or chemical variable in a process 
including at least one fuel cell_arranged at a remote location from said at least 
one field device and electrically connected with said at least one field device via 
said data connection, wherein said at least one fuel cell at least partially covers 
the energy requirement of said at least one field device; and replenishment of 
said at least one fuel cell occurs at said remote location. It is these features 
found in the claim, as they are claimed in the combination, that has not been 
found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record which makes this claim 
allowable over the prior art.
